Do Not Agree 


Opinions of Experts Differ Widely as 

to Probable Duration of War in - 

; Europe 

War prophets are as numerous as 
weather prophets, if not more go. And 
they are quite az divorse in their 
views as the gentlemen who tell us, 
with such cocksurenesg in each case, 
just what kind of a winter we are to 
experience.- Those facts, whic they 
may add interest to speculation on the 
subject, are of no material assistance 
in reaching g gatisfactory conclusion. 
The reader of these forecasts is left 
at the end quite as much in doubt as 
at the beginning. roy 

A glance over some of the state- 
ments with reference to the ‘probable 
duration of the Old World conflict 
must inevitably impress on2 with the 
amazing differences of opinion on the 
part of those who may be called ex- 
perts in military and political matters. 
Thus a genera. of years and discre- 
tion, high in the confidence of his gov- 
ernment and holding a prominent posi- 
tion on the French general staff, has 
said that the war will come ito an end 
within three months, “not by force o. 
arms, but by force of hunger, toget 
er with exhaustion of other means of 
carrying on the war.” These utter- 
ances appear in the Paris Gaulois. 
Seemingly as a direct offset, the Ber- 
lin Kolnische Zeitung puts. forth a 
statement showing the resources of 
Germany and Austria and asserting 
that the two countries can if neces- 
sary put in the field a fresh army of 
18,000,000. c

So 
this experienced soldier caa see no 
end to the struggle until 1916, when

Thig idea conforms closely to that 
of a French officer, name aot givon 
but mentisned as one of the most dis-: 
tinguished cOmmanders, who Is report- 
ed by the London Mail as saying the 
Germans cannot be driven beyond the 
Rhine beforg February, 1916, and 
peace will uot be concluded before 
1917. The London Standard issues 
this warnig: “The foolish talk of the 
war being practically ended and the 
Germans-already hopelessly beaten is 
unworthy of brave and intelligent peo- 
ple and should be geverely discoun- 
tenanced. Germany is still (unfor- 
‘tunately for the worla) possessed of 
the most formidable war machine that 
has ever existed.” 

In addition to these predictions and 
commentg there are many others of 
widely varying tenor, some forecast- 
ing an early peace and others placing 
the end of the conuict in the indefin- 
ite and more or less remote future; 
and there is equal diversity ar to the 
terms upon which agreement will be 
reached. Summed up, it appears that 
the shrewJest, of observers is actually 
“all at sea” ds to the time when the 
great conflict ghall terminate.—Troy

Mr. H. V. Meredith and Sir Ferderick 
Willlams-Taylor Speak of ite Ef- 
fect Upon the Country 

With a world war is progress, and 
unprecedented conditions existing, the 
annual meeting of the Bank of Moat- 
real this week attracted nioré than the 
usual attention for it gave an oppor- 
tunity for the shareholders of the 
bank and Canadians in general to hear 
the views of two of Canada’s most 
celebrated bankers“—-Mr. H. V. Mere- 
dith and Sir Frederick Williams-Tay- 
lor, ; : 

Both gentlemen reviewed the situa- 
tion in very able fashion and it is 
interesting. to note that both. express- 
ed the view that Canada was weath- 
ering the'storm with a certain degree 


-| of success. 


After pointing out the fact that the 
bank had greatly strengthened [ts pos- 
ition during the year, Mr. H. V. Mere- 
dith, the president, said: 

“The outbreak of hostilities brought 
about‘the collapse of the whole finan- 
cial fabric, the closing of the bourses 
and a wor.d-wide financial cataclysm. 
For a time, at least, a condition of 
well nigh generai insolvency was 
threatene.. . 

“Britain’s command of thé/seas was 
undoubtedly the chief factor in bring- 
ing a recovery of confidence, but great 
credit is due to the government“and 
their able financial advisers for their 
bold and statesmanlike views of the 
situation and their prompt action ‘n 
meeting the crisis, as well as to the 
Bank of England for the courage ana 
activity with which the plans of the 
government were carried out.” 


Situation In Canada 

After giving an exceedingly instruc- 
tive review of the world position, Mr. 
Meredith said of Can da that agricul- 
ture was yrosperous, but a general 
suspension of new undertakings is ap- 
parent. At the samy time he thought 
dat as regaras unemployment our pos- 
ition will compare fayorably with that 
of other countries. 

Mr. Meredith pointed out that for- 
tunately it has not been necessary for 
Canada to resort to a moratorium and 
closed his remarks in the following 
.vpeful vein: 

“War and cther adverse conditious 
are bound to retard our progress. A 
.period of rest and recuperation may 
oe expect d, but the futur> depends 
to a great extent upon tke spirit with 


conditions. 

“Economy and prudence jn the mat- 
ter of expenditure, and an earnest ef- 
‘ort to increase producticn of export- 
able artic.es, will in time usher in un 
era of active trade and renewec pros- 
perity.” 


. Stands Strain Well 

Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, af- 
ter pointirg out that the Bank of 
Montreal was 97 years old, spoke pt 
cne great stability of ths institution 
nd iater reviewed Canadian condi- 
tions as a whole and by each prov- 
ince. — 

Speaking of the war’s effects he 
said in part: | v \ 
“The outstanding result sas been 


the net piapeous stoppage of the s 
tish capital to which w 
become so accustomed that sight was 
too frequently lost of its importance 
as a factor in the development of the 
-Dominion. 

“Money from this source flowed to 
us in such increasing volume that 
during a considerable ante bellum 
period it amounted in rounc figures to 
at least $25,000,000 per month. Canad- 
ian public borrowings from the London 
money market for the seven months 
ciding 31st July. were — $17,000,000. 
Since the outbreak of the war the in- 
flow of such Capital -as ceased.” 


Our Own Resources 

How to face th» loss of this money 
and continue to expand were serious 
problems. Sir Frederick said we were 
now getting a littl- money from the 
States, and added: : 
_“It is obvious to everyons that we 
are cast upon our own resources, that 
we are on trial, and that our future 
development will depend in no small 
measure upon the conditions in which 
we emerge from this trying ordeal. 

“The longer the duration of the war, 
the more will the colonial props of 
the empire, including Canada, suffer, 
but good will come out of evil, for 
our energies will be turned t» the de- 
velopment of our great natural weal.h 
particularly our vast agricultural ‘re- 
sources and we can then look forward 
with confidence to eventually emerg- 
ing from present conditions a wiser

} Big Gain in. Assets 

The Bank of Montreal, itself, came 
through the trying year with flying 
colors and itg total assets aer now 
$259,400,000 compared with $244,700,- 
000 a year ago. An interesting feature 
of the statement is the facc that de- 
posits are considerably higher than 
\they were last year. Deposits bearing 
interest are now $164,500,000, an in- 
crease of .$10,000,000, while non-inter-' 
est bearing deposits are $42,600,000, 
a loss of $3,000,000. This shows a net 

The bank's profits for the year 
were $2,496,000, compared with §$2,- 
648,000 a year ago. While thig is a 
small falli. g off it is insignificant com- 
pared with the fine results achieved in 
fortifiying the bank’s position. 

: A Big Surplus 

It is ‘noticed that the bank “loaned 
the Dominion government $5,000,000 
during the year and also loaned over 
$9,000,000 to cities, towns and gchool 
districts to help them over a period: 
that made the raising of money 
through debenture issues exceedingly 
difficult.

“It would be a grave fallacy,” the 
banker says, “to judge Ger.ian affairs 
by the German newspapers of today. 
Tey must not only suppress what the 
government does not want printed, but 
,are required to piblish that, and that 
only which the government lays be- 
fore them. Eve-ything, for instance, 
tending to suggest that ch, rigors of 
war are s.owly but surely undermin- 
ing the national economic fabric 1s 
atrictly contraband.” ¢ 

The banker’s contact with German 
bankers and busincss mea convinced 
him that they realize icw that “Ger- 
many has becn plunged into a tragic 
and pathetic adventure.” — 

“Bven the great industriziists of 
Rhineland-Westphaiia, though many 
of their works are occupied in the 
production of war materials to a 
wholly unprecedented extent,” he 
ays, “are depressei and melancholy 
over the awful struggle into which 
Germany has been precipitated. They 
are men who cannot: be deluded »y 
official optimism and bluster. They 
@re men accustomei to deal with 
facts. -

History of the Cossacks 


—— 


Have Been Drawn From Many Parts 
of the Vast Russian Empire | 
The Cossacks of the Russian army 
have as a force always impressed 
themselves on the imagination of tue 
world. .Their true name is Kazak, a 
word which may be freely translated 
“freebooter,” or adventurer. Tue orig- 
inal Cossacks, says “E.T.” in the 
Sphere, were the floating population, | 
chiefly freevooters, which lay between | 
the Osmanli empire on the one-hand| 
and Russia and Poland on the other. 
Mostly nominal Greek Christians, they 
subsisied partly by agriculture;' but 
mainly, my raids upon the Tartarg and 
Turks, Naturally they were:at times 
as dangerous to friend as to foe. In 
the middle of the seventeenth century 
the Cossacks of tae Dnieper and Little 
Russia, under the Ataman (headman) 
Bogdan Khmelnitzki, transferred their 
allegiance from Poland to Russia on 
account of oppression by the former— 
an event which was the beginning of 
the end for Polanu. The Cossacks of 
the Don were already attached to Rus- 
sia, and it was largely owing to their 
restless activity that Russia occupied 
vast and tracklesg Siberia at rn early 
epoch, The legendary hero of the 
conquest of Siberia (Yermak ‘Timo- 
felevich) was a Cossack chief. As Rus- 
sia advanced her borders ghe created 
further Cossack forces out of the peo- 
ple whom she absorbed. Their essen- 
tial characteristics was that that they 
are (or were) @ militia of yeomen rid- 
ing their own horses and equipped at 
their own expense. It is possible that 
some so-called Cossack regiments are 
now practically regulars. Owing tothe 
widg extent of the emp-re they are 
u.0ow of many races. The-; are Don 
Cossacks, Cossacks of the Ural, of the 
Caucasus, of Siveiia, etc. Meny of 
the Asiatic regiments are pure Mon- 
gols, and Mongol lineaments are plain- 
iy to be discerned in the ceatures of 
many even of the ordinary Cossack 
troopers, The Dor and Dnieper Coa- 
sackg are mosily Slavs. 4

“The uses to which air craft can be’ 
put in war will.be better known after 
the European war. It seems that the 
air navy will be just as essential a 
yart of tne country’s fighting forces 
as the battleships and submarines.

“Any nation that hag suiteble air 
craft could detect submarines,” ae 
addedy “The aeroplane can gee sub- 
marines and mines very plainly and 
guide the dirigibie to them which can 
d-scend close to the water and drop 
high explosives to counter mine the 
mines or destroy ihe submarines. We 
can pick up the miney at the .usual 
depth, even follow -he‘anchor line of 
the mine down to a considerable depth 
The suomarine, it

Armored Trains Great Ai 


I re a tremens, 


Invaluable Agssistcnge From Armored 
Trains Commanded by British 
Naval Officers 
A correspondent of ‘the Times in 

Flanders says: 

“The roads in Flanders are for the 
Most part routes pavees. That is to 
say, one side vf tue road is paved 
with cobbles; the other gide ig a plain 
country road. As a rule these roads 
are lined by avenues cf trees, but 
there are no hedges to protect them 
from the driving rain. On the paved 
way there is no roo: for two yenicles 
to pass. When two vehicles mee; one 
must leave the route pavee and plunge 
into a sea of m.d, Not a few heavy 
motor lorries carrying provisions to 
the front have sunk into it, nearly axle 
deep and immovable, 

“In the fignting in Flanders the mili- 
tary forces of England, France and 
Belgium have had invaluable assist- 
ance from armored trains commanded 
by capable British naval officers and 
manned by expert: British naval gun- 
nerg and Belgian riflemen. These 
trains are ready at any L:oment to an- 
swer the call of the military authori- 
ties. They have responded to many 
such calls. Their mobility is limited 
to the rails on which they run, but 
over and over again they have come 
within range of German po-itions, and 
shelled them with telling effect. 

“Their guns have more than once 
silenced a German battery which was 
proving troublesome to our. troops. 
Their shrapnel has brought down five 
captive balloons which the enemy 
have employed for observation pur- 
poses, Two of them were — brought 
down only recently. These trains are 
workéd with the dash and courage 
which always distinguish our seamen, 
whether they fight on sea or land. 
They run under the fire of German 
guns almost with impunity. They are 
extremely mobile dnd difficult to hit. 
But it is dangerous work, Only re- 
cently the German guns found the 
range of one of these trains, One 
shell damaged the engins, happily 
without putting it out of action. One 
Belgian soldier was wounded.

Driven from their Homes in Belgium, Women and‘ Children have 


Sought a Haven of Kefuge in England—Noble Work 
Among Unfortunate People 


Robert Hichens, relates the puree 
aus 


“They all tell the same s.ory 
Women and children have. gufiered, 
and are suffering through this. war 
more than they have suffered be- 
fore in our time. Too mucu can- 
not be done for them, It . will .be 
difficult, or, impossibie, to do enough. 

‘Immediately after the fall of 
Antwerp, | was at Folkestone. It 
was like a foreign town. . he ‘strdets 
were thronged with wandering tug: 
tives—whole_ tamiiies, old Wwomeuw 
with thin shawis wrapped around 
them, litile girls witn white faces, 
and wide-eyes that had seen things 
no children should seé, tiny things 
just able to toddle, babies of a tew 
months old, and some-~ just born. 
Many of these people had lived at 
Liege. From tuner, they had fled to 
Brussels, from Brussels to Aniwerp, 
and finally from Antwerp to Engian4d. 

“One woman wita whom I| taikead 
had a baby wita her, four montus 
old, who had made this tragic pil- 
grimage pursued by the roar of Ger- 
man guns. The father? The weman 
did not know where the father was. 
The house that had been home? 
She thought it was burned down. 
Now mother and baby were in Eng- 
land, and mother was just wonder- 
ing what would happen to’ them. 
She made no complaint. After tell- 
ing me her story, she simply said, 
‘l have come here. One hopes to be 
sater here.’ 


“There are thousands of such 
women as: this, homeless, destitute, 
in ignorance of the fate of those 


dearest to them. 

“I met a young Belgian in Canter- 
bury. She was married to an. of- 
ficer in command of a Gistrict in 
the @ongo. They came to Beigium 
on a six :2onths’ holiday. Svarcely 
bad they arrived when war broke 
out. When I met this ‘ady her hus- 
vand was lignung at Namur. Soon 
afterwards he was badly wounded 
aney conveyed him to a hospital «t 
Antwerp, aud his wife hurried there 
to see him. she arrivea to find him 
dying, and Antwer: beiag bombarded 
by the German army. H- dicd just 
as the city fell. The young widow 
fled, .succeeded in reaching kKngland, 
and is now lodging in Faversham, a 


smail cu ntry town near Canterbury, 
Waiting for what. 

“An oid peasant woman, whom J 
met in a camp of seventy refugeea, 
amcng tue hop’ garde.s of Kent, 
roe apa pag Mes eer arg 
Belgiu no .OLg > exists.’ .She was 
trom Namur, woe.e she had passed 
her whole life. “her little home had. 

‘When J 
left it for the last time, monsieur, J 
walked amorg the dead bodies,’ she 
suid, staring at me with her light 
blue eyez which seemed always 
asking some question.

mark: 


“How you must look forward to 
“Look forward to sleep?” the girl 
‘hot back. “It’s the thing many of 
“them dread most. They have terrible 
nightmares, They dream of the 
> things they saw in the trenches. And 
then theres the marching.” : 

“Marching?” gaid I, not: understand- 
ing just what-she meant. 

“Yes,” she replied. “They get out 

“of bed in the night and march.: We 
tried everytning to soothe them, but 

* it qidn’t do any good. So we padded 
up one of the rooms downstairs, so 
that they wouldn’t hurt themselves, 
and just let them march all night. 
They were a little out of their heads, 
you know.” 

And right beneath the window, be- 
hind the tea.table, there were men in 
cutaways and top hats passing up and 
down the avenue on their usual round 
of Sunday afternoon calls. Yet, of 
course, there was no real reason in 
the world why they shouldn't. 

This girl, a member of a well known 
American family, was in Aix when 
the war broke out. She was there 
with her motner, who had been taking 
the cure. When war was declared, they 
decided to stay and do what they 
could to help the townsfolk take care 
of the wounded. Her mcther went to 
work at one emergency hospital, she 
at another, first as kitchen helper. She 
did not stay at that job long. All she 
had ever done in*"the way of nursing 
was to take care of a sister who had 
an ulcerated tooth, but she had cour- 
age and common sense, and so soon 
found herself in charge of a ward with 
ten cots in it. The oldest wounded 
soldier at any time under her care was 
twenty-three! d 

“What about the’ atrocities?” I ask- 
ed. “Did you see any children with 
their hands cut off?” 

“No, not with their hands cut off,” 
she replied. “But with their fingers 
cut off—yes. There were other terrible 
sights on those trains of refugees— 
emigres, as they call them. Those 
trains were the most terrible things 
of all.” 

The atrocities were not all on one 
side. , : * 

There was a friendly rivalry be- 

tween the two hospitals, and mother 
. and daughter used to compare notes on 
their different charges. 

“One day mother came in and said 
they had had a pretty strenuous day 
in her hospital,” said the daughter. 
“I asked her what had hapened. 

“*Why there was a Turco among the 
wounded today,’ she said, ‘and he 
brought a string of ears in to the hos- 
pital with him. Of course, we took 
them away from him. As soon as we 
did that he cried out that we had 
taken from him his treasured posses- 
sion.

A Diagnosis of Econumy 

We have been respectively told that 
we must economize in these trying 
days, and that it is very umnsocial in- 
deed to cut down our expenditure. On 
the whole a reasonable economy holds 
the day. But people practice it in 
curious wdys. One’ woman, for in- 
stance, said she was being so economi- 
cal, and when asked how, said with 
pride, ‘We've given up toast for 
lunch.” ‘ 

On the whole, people are economiz- 
ing in clothes: withcut really depriving 
themselves of very much. Manufac- 
turers grasped tne situation with un- 
usvial quickness and ‘instea: of dear- 
mess induced by the war, clothes are 
this season unusually cheap. It is 
possible; for instance, to buy hats: for 
$2 which last year would certainly 
have cust double, and the same applies 
in less degree to .o1.8 and skirts. 
There is doubtless a moral to be 
drawn tromb this willingness of our 
manufacturers to do our economizing 
for us; and it may be that one of the 
lessons of the war will be that women 
will refuse in future to pay. the exor- 
bitant prices ‘demanded-of them by 
dressmakers with any pretensions to 
being specialists.—Manchester Guard- 
fan. ‘i

SUGAR INDUSTRY 


When Honey Was Used in Place of 
Sugar ‘ / 
When reading of the promise to the 


Israelites of “a land flowing with . 
milk and honey,” itis necessary to 
remember that sugar was unknown 
‘ ‘ t ; * 


in those far off days.’ . 
Honey antedated all dry forms of 


sugar by.many centuries and was net “More, in the 


only sweet in common use. Greeks 
loved it. and Romans fought for it. 
The Egyptians cultivated it, and in 
far off Persia hohey was. the pre- 
ferred delicacy. 'There was none oth- 
ers used by civilized man; the sav- 
age man doubtless gatisfied his hun- 
ger for sweets by eating fruits and 
vegetables containing natural sugar. 

As time progressed and population 
increased the bee was unable to sup- 
ply enough honey to meet the meces- 
sary demand, s0 other sources of 
sweetness were sought. : 

The natives of India many cen- 
turies ago, discovered that a sweet 
substance could be got from . the 
bamboo, and Theophrastus refers to 
it as’“honey which is from bamboos.” 
Another writer calls it Indian salt. 
Seneca observes, “There is found 
among the Indians a honey contained 
in the reed,” and Pliny tells ‘us “Ara- 
bia produces a’sugar, but that of In- 
dia is more renowned.”, 

The saccnarine substance, wherever 
obtained, was not used as a food for 
many centuries, but was prized highly 
as medicine. Its healing powers were 
said to be great. 

Somewhere in Japan about 2,000 
years ago they made a honey from 
the starch of barley and called the 
product barley honey. This became 
a very popular article of food and, 
combined with rice flour, has become 
one of their national foods. It is a 
most desirable sweetmeat, healthful 
and delicious. 

By the end of the tenth century re- 
turning Crusaders had brought some 
knowledge of sugar to,Western Bur- 
ope. It was manufactured in the 
valeys of the Tigris and Euphrates 
in sufficient quantities to arouse the 
commercial instinets of the traders of 
other countries, : 

By this time it had ceased to be 
treated as a medicine and was grad- 
ually gaining position as a food, for 
specially luxurious occasions of 
course, and only for the kings and 
great nobles to indulge in at special 
feasts. . These traderg carried it to 


.c adriatic in caravang; then it was} 


carried by vessels to Venice, mak:ng 
that city its most important port of 
entry. 


There it was reloaded into wag- 


tua, Milan and other principalities.

Sugar. cane growing was not in- 
troduccd into North America until 
late in the geventeenth century. The 
Jesuit Fathers in cnarge of the mis- 
sion at Santo Domingo sent a band 
of priests to‘Louisania and with 
them cuttings of cane for planting 
and skilled negroes to cultivate and 
convert it into sugar. Out of this 
small beginning, through many years 
of vicissitude, has grown ‘the cane 
sugar industry of this country.

ected, but the economic conditions in 
ussia: have improved immensely, it 
is said. , 

France has suppressed the absinth 
traffic and is now determining wheth-/ 
er it would: not be a wise thing to do 
the same with other alcoholic drinks. 
Last spring the German Kaiser gave 
forth an expression of advice that the 
German people should give up the use 
of beer, and that he would head the 
movement by giving it up himself. 
England has been considering a pro- 
posal to abandon‘all alcoholi¢ drinks 
except that of malt liquors, and the 
advice of Lord Kitchener to the Eng- 
lish soldierg on their way to France .o 
eschew hard liquors is recalled. 

The action of these four great na- 
tions brought about by reason of war, 
may bring into politics a great world’s 
movement to prolibit the manufac- 
ture, importation, sale and offering of 
alcoholic beverages among the people 
of all nations the “drys” aver.

Perpetrating Crimes Against tuman-

Many people find it difficult to un- 
derstand how the Kaiser can be in 
any sense a Christian and yet respon- 
sible for the vandalism of his armies, 
and the problem ies not an easy one. 
In his private life he is a sincere and 
devout parent, accustomed to read 
sermons, especially English sefmons, 
aloud to his-family. He has a special 
admiartion for Dr. Boyd Carpenter. He 
has been known to. discuss theology 
with animation and interest in tue 
post-prandial atmosphere which in 
England is usually sacrec to politics. 
Hig criticism of a theologian of* Eur- 
opean reputation was given with 
great assurance. “Yes, qa great men, 
but he is not sound on the person of 
our Lord.” 

To understand the anomalies of his 
present position we must put him in 
the setting of Prussian history. The} 
house of Brandenburg owes a great 
deal to the ‘'eutonic Knights, who, 
when the Crusades died down, under- 
took to Christianize the pagan tribes 
settled in what is now Eastern Prus- 
sia. Their organization was military 
and their methods were those of the 
Knights Templars. They offered to 
their adversaries the alternative of 
conversion or death. At'the time of 
the Reformation the:head of this re- 
ligious military order was a member 
of the house of Brandenburg. He 
adopted Lutheranism and carried over 
the whole order with the!: posses- 
sions to the Electorate of Branden- 
burg. This was the origin of the con- 
ception of the “good old Prussian 
God.” There was an element of re-

religion which gave. an exalted value 
to the function of discipline and conse- 
crated war as a.means to ideal ends.

between the freezing and the zero 
marks, , Memory of the horrible suffer- 
ings endured by Napoleon's men of 
their winter retreat from Moscow, 
when men huddled together: in great 
heaps on barn floors to keep warm at 


nights, and woke up in the morning to F 


find those in the outer layer dead from 
the cold, raises vivid imaginings of 
the horrors men might suffer. Of 
course modern armies are infinitely 
better provided for than that: aban- 
doned one. But we frequently hear of 
lack of food and clothing.‘ It is mur- 
derous, without wagedns, to make long, 
marches or for the men. to bivouac, 
for each \you.u have to carry an un- 
supportable load of blankets and over« 
coat, besides rifle and ammunition, 
Much depends on the rapidity of Rus- 
sia’s present advance’ towards Ber- 
lin, which is, to say the leas‘, remark- 
able.
